Chicago 'papers, the Tribune, 
Sun Times, Daily News, and 
Today, informed him that they 
may be forced to disciinlinne 
supplying him with papers 
unless there. is a break in the 
strikes. 


The shortages of paper arc 


causing increasing problem in 
the supply and availability of 
newspapers across the country, 
in addition to such basic items 
as business forms, corrugated 
boxes, waxed paper, and paper 
bags. 


Most of the attention so far 


lias been focused nn news- 
papers, some of which have run 
law on newsprint because of the 
strikes. But increasingly tight 
situations arc being reported in 
a wide variety of other paper 
products. 


In Washington, D.C., where 


paperwork is a legendary part 
of government, the General 
Services Administration reports 
that paper inventories arc short

% cents per quart of milk at the 
relail level. 


Fayc Eubank, manager of 


• Producers Creamery, Benlon 


Harbor, said the firm would 
have lo follow the increase 
okayed by the market commit- 
tee of MMPA, the stale's largest 
<lair.y cooperative. 


The price increase applies 


only to that portion of milk sold 
by dairies as packaged fluid 
milk. It doesn't apply to milk 
sold as collage cheese, butter, 
cream or other dairy products. 


MMPA negotiated a 45-cent 


per hundredweight wholesale 
price increase in May to become 
effective July 1, but held it in. 
.abeyance until Ihe Nixon Ad- 
ministralion's price freeze was 
modified 
to 
permit 
pass- 


through to the retail level. That 
increase, amounting to about a 
cent a quart'at the retail level, 
became effective July .'ifl in the 
lower peninsula. 
' Glen Lake, MMPA president 
and North Branch dairy farmer, 
said: 


"Costs of feed have continued 


lo outstrip improvements in 
milk price we secure." Costs of 
grain rations are about twice 
that of a year ago. 


In May, milk production was 


down about three per cent from 
May of 1972. In September, state 
milk production is expected to 
be five per cent below a year 
ago, and the decreased produc- 
tion is accelerating, according 
to Lake.

Gas Attack Would Be 


Fatal To Hostages 


STOCKHOLM, Sweden {AP) 


— The besieged gunman hold- 
ing four hostages in a locked 
bank vault told police early 
today thai he had tied them to 
(lie wails. He said that if 
anesthetizing gas were pumped 
in they would strangle when 
they lost consciousness. 


Police immediately suspend- 


ed operations to capture Ihe 
gunman and a convicted mur- 
derer with him and free the 
three young women and a man 
taken hostage last Thursday. 


The police agreed to a truce 


until 9 a.m. EDT, lowered 
sandwiches and drinking water 
through an-opening they had 
drilled in the ceiling of the 
vault, and withdrew tiicir forces 
from Ihe area. They gave no in- 
dicalion what Ihcy would do 
when the truce ended. 


"We would not like to see 


these young people hanged, 
that's why we agreed to a 
truce," said Police Chief Curt 
Lindroth. 


"We arc dealing with an 


inhuman being who does not 
hesitate at anything. We could 
hear the girls plead for their 
lives.

"They are slill alive, but I 


don't know what their condition 
is now."

That obviously leaves three 


courses open. Cut demand. Find 
ways to increase production. Or 
both. 


The economic record of the 


past several decades tells us 
that we have been notoriously 
unsuccessful at curbing demand 
nationally, however desirable 
Hint may be at limes. And when 
officials 
have 
succeeded, 


they've often dime it so clumsily 
that we've ended up with a 
recession. 


A simple cutback in govern- 


ment spending, for example, 
seems almost impossible to 
achieve 
politically, however 


much praised by one president 
or another. 


We do have the capability to 


increase production at a faster 
pace. We have the know-how in 
$100 billion in stored "available 
research in recent years. This is 
not the total research and 
development figure; it is rather 
the amount of useful research 
accomplished and stored which 
men knowledgeable in the field 
believe could be put to use in 
industry, on the farms and 
otherwise in our daily lives — 
research which has been vir- 
tually ignored in major sectors 
of industry, or not fully utilized.

We arc not talking about the 


need for expanded 
research, 


which is another problem. We 
are talking about research 
'already done, wailing for users. 
' From time to time, in one ad- 
ministration or another, of- 
ficials have developed plans and 
set up bureaus to translate Ibis 
store of rcsearcji into usable 
terms and lo advertise its exis- 
tence among potential users. 
These programs usually get 
bogged down in red tape. 


Yet the need is there. From 


time to time one of my engineer 
friends makes a study <it this 
industry or that, or digs out a 
study by some team attempting 
lo find out why productivity and 
production aren't increasing as 
they might. 


In each case known to this 


reporter, covering in total a

"It wouldn't solve any of the world's 


problems and would mean a capitula- 
tion to our real or exaggerated 
strength." 
. Referring to western deals to extract 
Soviet oil in exchange for western 
technology, Sakharov warned: 


"By liberating us from problems we 


can't solve ourselves, we could con- 
centrate on accumulating strength. 
And as a result, the whole world would 
be disarmed and facing our uncon- 
trollable bureaucratic apparatus." 


ft was a frank warning the West can 


ill afford to ignore. In view of the as- 
tute trading capabilities the Soviets 
demonstrated in grain purchases from 
the United States, they can be expect- 
ed to be similarly tough traders in 
deals involving oil or natural gas. 


As a starter, the Soviets have sug- 


gested American capital be used to 
develop Soviet 
oil reserves, with 


payment lo be made in oil over a 
number of years. The size of the in- 
vestment sought is not known, but it 
would be considerable. Involved are 
hundreds of miles of pipeline and 
refining facilities. 


It is a project which would increase 


Soviet 
oil 
capabilities 
almost 


immediately, while providing some oil 
for export to the U.S. over a protracted 
period. In dealing with the Soviet 
Union, as Andrei Sakharov has said, it 
is not enough to consider a project of
